A Unique Family €nterprise... 


The story of Walter and 
Cordelia Knott and their 
family is one that typifies the 
pioneer spirit of this country. 
The colorful Knott’s Berry 
Farm of today, which attracts 
millions of visitors a year, is 
the result of years of hard 
work and creative drive of 
the Knott's family. 

It all began with an 
enduring love of the land 
which Walter Knott inherited 
from his maternal grandparents, 
Charles and Rosamond 
Daugherty, who moved from 
Virginia in 1850 to the rich 
flatlands of Texas and, 
following the devasting Civil 
War, to the fertile land of 
California. Years later young 
Walter Knott was enthralled 
by the stories his grandmother 
told him of the long, hard 
4-month wagon train trek and 
the early years of struggle in 
the new state. 

His father, Elgin Charles 
Knott, a young Methodist 
preacher who also had a deep 
love of the land, had purchased 
70 acres for farming and to set 
out to orchard while awaiting 
a pastoral call. However, his 
untimely death left his widow 
with two young sons and ; ae So

mortgaged land that became 
too burdensome in the depression days 


of the 1890’s. The Knott family moved 
to Pomona and Rosamond Daugherty 


Dreaming of some day owning a 
farm of his own, young Walter Knott 
began to grow vegetables in vacant lots 
nearby their home. The food not only 
took care of the family but there was 
enough to sell to neighbors and to 
markets, enabling the family to survive 
the lean years. At 18 years of age he 
took his first full-time job picking 
cantaloupes in the Imperial Valley and, 
with the money he saved during the 
season, he leased 20 acres of Jand in 
the Coachella Valley. Knott returned 
to Pomona in 1910 with the small 
fortune of nearly $500 he had saved. 
He married Cordelia Hornaday and 
worked for a short period of time 
at cement contracting. 

But the desire for owning his own 
farmland continued and to follow 
that dream the Knotts took on years 
of desperate struggle as the family 
moved to the Mojave Desert to 
homestead 160 acres and later to 
sharecrop in San Luis Obispo County. 
Their savings grew and finally in 1917 
the Knotts, who now had 4 children 
moved to Buena Park to go into 
partnership with a cousin. . . leasing 
the land that was to become the 
beginning of Knott’s Berry Farm. 

There his years of husbandry took 
hold and with bold measures, Walter 
Knott put forth the acres of berries. 
Once again Walter Knott felt the 
necessity of controlling) the marketing 
of his own produce — a lesson learned 
from experiences as a young boy and 
again when sharecropping. He set up 
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joined her daughter and grandsons there. 


a little roadside berry stand with a 
variety of berries to suit every taste. 
Their introduction of newer kinds of 
berries — both as fruit and as seedlings 
for other growers — enabled the Knotts 
to reach a measure of financial stability 
by 1924. The oil boom of 1927 made 
land prices soar but taking a gamble, 
Knott purchased 10 acres of the land 
they had been leasing. Now sole owners 
and deeply in debt, the Knotts faced 
more struggle but were determined 

to hold on. 

The children helped pick in the 
fields and sell at the roadside stand. 
Cordelia began making jams, preserves 
and berry pies for sale. For two years 
they worked hard just to pay off the 
interest on their land and then with 
the great depression in 1929 land 
prices sank. Again, rather than go 
down in defeat or stand still, the 
Knotts made arrangements to purchase 
the additional 10 acres they had 
originally farmed. A stroke of good 
fortune was to follow. 

Mr. George M. Darrow, head of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry at the 
government's experimental station at 
Beltsville, Maryland, contacted Walter 
Knott. Mr. Darrow was trying to 
locate a new berry that a Mr. Rudolph 
Boysen had sent to Coolidge Rare 
Plant Gardens in Pasadena in the 1920's. 
Mr. Boysen was a Swedish farmer who 
experimented crossing and developing \ 
new strains of flowers and berries. 
Perhaps Walter Knott knew Mr. Boysen 
or knew about the new giant berry 
which was a cross between a loganberry, 
blackberry and raspberry. 

Although Walter Knott was unable 
to give any information he threw 
himself into the search and eventually 
the two men located Mr. Boysen who 
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told them that some of the plants 
might still be growing on his former 
ranch in Anaheim. Upon searching the 
land, about half a dozen scraggly berry 
vines were found — plants which Walter 
Knott carefully nurtured over a period 
of 3 years then began selling... not 
only for the luscious fruit but also 

as rootstock to nurseries, other berry 
men and farmers. The fame of the 
Boysenberry spread... no small part 
of it due to the care and tenacity of 
Walter Knott. 

Hoping to add a mite to the till 
during these depression days, Cordelia 
Knott tried serving a few chicken 
dinners, although vowing a reluctance 
to ‘’go into the restaurant business’’. 
The fame of her delicious dinners 
grew rapidly and soon the Knotts 
were hardly able to keep up with the

All of the members of the family 
take an active part in managing the 
affairs of the 150-acre farm which also 
features a steak house restaurant, 

a recreated Ghost Town, a replica of 
Independence Hall, shops and 
amusements for the entire family. 
Indeed, there is so much to see and 
do at Knott's Berry Farm 

that many families return again 

and again to spend a fun-filled 

day enjoying the atmosphere 

of the Old West.

M. Stoody and William F. Stoody, this 
Whittier based company has grown 
from a small welding shop on North 
Milton Street into the world’s largest 
exclusive manufacturer of hard-facing 
alloys. The company is a leader in 
developing and manufacturing 
stainless steel electrodes and welding 
wire, automatic welding systems and 
wear-resistant alloy parts.

of its contribution to noise 
pollution with the ear splitting 
roars of the big jets. 

As the largest carrier 
of air travelers in the world’s 
most heavily traveled air corridor 
— Northern and Southern Cali- 
fornia, PSA is very aware of the 
critical need to reduce jet noise. 
New flight procedures, tested at 
the Hollywood-Burbank Airport, 
reduced jet engine noise by 30 to 
60 per cent — but, of course, 
much more improvement must 
be made in the years ahead. The 
airline instituted additional flap 
settings which result in higher 
and quieter fly-overs of 
residential areas. In addition to 
these procedures, PSA has sur- 
veyed other airports that it uses 
in order to supplement noise 
abatement techniques made 
possible by a particular location 
or facility. 

Of course the fight 
against air and noise pollution is 
far from won but the important 
steps now being taken by the 
airline industry are indicative of 
the creative spirit and drive at 
work throughout this nation to 
eliminate pollution from our 
environment.
